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Officers deny interfering 
with sex abuse evidence 


Detectives to face trial at The Old Bailey next year 


TWO Essex police officers 
have pleaded not guilty to 
sabotaging a string of sex 
abuse investigations. 

Detective constables 
Sharon Patterson, 48, and 
Lee Pollard, 47, are each 
charged with three counts of 
misconduct in a public office 
between 2012 and 2014. 

Patterson allegedly wil¬ 
fully misconducted herself 
by falsely representing evi¬ 
dence to her supervisor so 
that no further action would 
be taken against a male sus¬ 
pect in 2012. 


She is also accused of 
falsely creating a Crown 
Prosecution Service docu¬ 
ment to deceive her supervi¬ 
sor into thinking a decision 
had been taken not to bring 
charges against a second 
male suspect and creating a 
false witness statement. 

Pollard is accused of 
destroying four photographs 
which were “relevant and 
important exhibits” in an 


investigation in 2013. 

He then allegedly failed to 
contact the complainant 
before concluding the 
investigation. 

In May 2014, during the 
course of another probe, 
Pollard allegedly misrepre¬ 
sented evidence to his 
supervisor for no further 
action to be taken. 

The final charge against 
him states that he created a 


false CPS charging docu¬ 
ment to deceive his supervi¬ 
sors into thinking no further 
action was being taken in 
the summer of 2014. 

In the investigation 
involving a 13-year-old 
complainant, he allegedly 
failed to conduct relevant 
inquiries and reported that 
they had a “negative result”. 

The officers, who live 
together in Littlefield Road, 


Colchester, appeared at the 
Old Bailey for a plea hear¬ 
ing. 

The defendants, who are 
on bail, pleaded not guilty 
to all the charges against 
them during the hearing 
before Judge Nicholas 
Hilliard QC. 

Their trial will be heard at 
the Old Bailey before Mrs 
Justice McGowan from Jan¬ 
uary 14 2019. 


Derelict house blaze 
‘was probably arson’ 


A FIRE at a derelict, 
three-storey building in 
Westcliff was started 
deliberately, firefighters 
believe. 

Essex County Fire and 
Rescue Services were 
called to the blaze at a 
building on The Leas 
shortly after 11pm last Fri¬ 
day (April 18). 

Fire crews reported that 
around half of the roof 
space of the semi¬ 
detached building was 
alight. It remained alight 
at 0.30am, and the flames 
had spread to the first 
floor. 

The blaze was brought 
under control at 2.30am, 
with three fire engines 
remaining at the scene 
while hotspots were 


dampened down within 
the roof. 

Incident commander 
Craig McLellan said fire¬ 
fighters prevented “what 
could have easily become 
a very intense fire that 
spread to neighbouring 
properties.” 

He added: “While this 
building has been derelict 
for some years, the prop¬ 
erties adjacent to it are 
occupied. 

“Our crews have over¬ 
come very difficult cir¬ 
cumstances to prevent 
them being badly dam¬ 
aged.” 

The fire service said it 
believed the blaze was 
caused deliberately. 

Essex Police said: “We 
were contacted by the fire 


service with reports of a 
fire at a derelict building 
in The Leas, where offi¬ 
cers assisted with closing 
the road while firefighters 
dealt with the blaze. 

“The fire service have 
suggested that the fire 
may have been started 
deliberately - our officers 
are handling enquiries 
around this. No arrests 
have been made.” 

No-one was injured dur¬ 
ing the incident.

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We must go forward 
after Grenfell, says 
county council leader

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THE leader of Essex County 
Council has said the 
Grenfell Tower tragedy is a 
“salutary reminder we can¬ 
not go back” as as series of 
safety recommendations 
were implented. 

A total of 14 recommenda¬ 
tions into fire safety follow¬ 
ing the Grenfell Tower 
fire have now either been 
implemented or are in the 
process of being implement¬ 
ed. 

These included introduc¬ 
ing arrangements for Essex 
County Fire and Rescue 
Service to be invited to be 
involved at an early stage in 
the building design process 
for projects with a capital 
value in excess of £2million 
and ensuring appropriate 
steps are taken to address 
fire safety issues in high-rise 
buildings fitted with poten¬ 
tially hazardous cladding. 

A report commissioned by 
the county council following 
the 2017 tragedy and pub¬ 
lished in February 26, rec¬ 
ommended a series of 
actions for the council to 
implement to improve the 


fire safety of council prop¬ 
erty and third-party owned 
buildings. 

Former chief fire officer for 
Suffolk and Berkshire, Andy 
Fry OBE, chaired a cross¬ 
party review of the authori¬ 
ty’s property estate, investi¬ 
gating building cladding and 
general fire safety standards 
following the fire that 
claimed the lives of 71 people 


on June 14, 2017 
Other key recommenda¬ 
tions for the council includ¬ 
ed guidance to all council- 
maintained schools and 
third-party run residential 
care homes to make sure the 
implications of potentially 
hazardous cladding are 
assessed, managed and 
shared with other schools 
and clear arrangements for 



ad hoc specialist advice on 
complex fire safety issues.

but only two men, a cafe 
worker and a lorry driver, were 
pursued and convicted.

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It’s ‘last-chance 
saloon’ for Tram 
Stop Shelter bid 


A CHARITY’S plans for a new 
shelter in Thorpe Bay will be 
abandoned if £300,000 is not 
raised by the end of the month, 
its chairman has revealed. 

The Tram Stop Shelter com¬ 
mittee was formed a decade 
ago, originally with the aim of 
revamping a disused tram shel¬ 
ter on Thorpe Esplanade for the 
benefit of disabled people and 
community groups. 

Once the shelter had to be 
demolished, the group 
switched its aim to 
building a new build¬ 
ing and had planning 
permission approved 
last year. 

But the chairman of 
the charity’s commit¬ 
tee, Mike Stafford, 
said a quote it had 
received for the cost of 
the building, at 
£475,000, was much 
more than the commit¬ 
tee expected. 

Mr Stafford, who is 
also a Southend coun¬ 
cillor, said it will be 
forced to “give up” on 
its vision for the shel¬ 
ter if the fundraising is 
not forthcoming. 


He said: “We need about 
£300,000. Our AGM is at the 
beginning of June and we will 
have to make a decision at that 
meeting. It would have been so 
valuable for so many people. It 
is the last-chance saloon.” 

In its latest newsletter, posted 
on its website, the committee, 
which has around 12 members, 
said: “As members of the com¬ 
mittee have spent considerable 
effort over many years in trying 


to obtain grants, the committee 
feel it is now faced with the 
unfortunate and difficult deci¬ 
sion to abandon their vision of 
the shelter, unless a significant 
pledge (or a number of pledges) 
of large donations can be 
obtained from the community.”

When I then asked my oppo¬ 
nent what he thought about 
these parking charges and pot¬ 
holes in Southend, he said he

drive”. He then fell asleep in the 
sun at St Andrew’s Polling sta¬ 
tion for 35 minutes, with voters 
laughing and they even took pic¬ 
tures of him in the chair. 

If this is the type of person the 
residents of Southend want, then 
it is pointless standing again.

Vehicle fraud on the rise 


By Chris Russon 


CAR buyers are being 
warned to make sure 
there is no outstanding 
finance on their new vehi¬ 
cle after figures showed a 
sharp rise in vehicle fraud. 

The number of cars sold 
with outstanding finance 
has risen to one in three 
from one in four last year, 
according to new findings 
from automotive data 
experts HPI. 

HPI calculates that 
based on the number of 
finance “flags” raised in 
2017 more than six million 
used cars were identified 
or “flagged” as still having 
finance owing on them. 

In the first four months 
of 2018, 2,437,025 finance 
hits had been flagged by 
the end of April. 

Fraudulent activity only 
takes place if the vendor 
tries to sell the vehicle 
with existing finance still 


owed, without letting the 
buyer know. 

Due to the rise in popu¬ 
larity of PCP agreements 
over the past few years, 
more than three-quarters 
of new car sales to private 
owners are through 
finance. 

Commenting on the 
increase in used cars 
being identified as already 
on finance, Fernando 
Garcia, consumer director 
at HPI, said: “Buying a car 
with outstanding finance 
can land the unwitting 
buyer in trouble as most 
finance agreements or 
loans will grant the lender 
ownership of the vehicle 
until the debt has been 
paid. 

“The debt stays with the 
vehicle not the borrower. 

“Even if a buyer bought 
the vehicle in good faith, if 
the finance hasn’t been 
settled then the lender 
could repossess the vehi-

cle, meaning you could 
lose the car and the 
money you paid.” 

In 2017, the percentage 
of 4x4s HPI flagged as 
having outstanding 
finance was 41.8 per cent, 
campers (48.5 per cent), 
coupes (43.3 per cent), 
executive cars (40.5 per 
cent), luxury cars (31 per 
cent), performance 
cars/hot hatches (48.6 per 
cent), supercars (40.9 per 
cent), MPVs (33 per cent), 
taxis (27.2 per cent), trac¬ 
tors (30 per cent) and 
vans (29.5 per cent). 

Mr Garcia added: “The 
first thing any used car 
buyer must do is ascertain 
whether the potential pur¬ 
chase is actually paid for. 

“It’s impossible to tell if a 
vehicle has outstanding 
finance just by looking at 
it, which makes a vehicle 
history check an even 
more vital form of protec¬ 
tion for buyers.”

MANUEL Pellegrini was 
confirmed as the new head coach 
at West Ham on Tuesday. 

The Chilean, who previously led 
Manchester City to the Premier 
League title in 2014, has linked up 
with the east Londoners on a three- 
year contract after leaving his previ¬ 
ous post with Chinese Super 
League club Hebei China Fortune. 

The 64-year-old, who has also 
worked at Villarreal, Real Madrid 
and Malaga, brings with him a 
wealth of experience. 

Speaking to the club’s official web¬ 
site, joint-chairman David Sullivan 
said: “I am delighted to welcome 
Manuel Pellegrini to West Ham 
United. He is one of the world’s most 
respected coaches and we look for¬ 
ward to working with him. 

“It was important that we 
appointed someone with knowl¬ 


edge and experience of the Premier 
League, who already has an under¬ 
standing - not only of the teams 
and players we face - but of West 
Ham United and our ambitions. 

“Manuel brings a reputation for 
attacking football and getting the 
best out of his players. We believe 
he will attract new talent to the 
London Stadium as well as 
improving the current squad.” 

Sullivan continued: “Above all, he 


is a winner, who knows what it takes 
to succeed at the highest level. 

“Manuel is the first West Ham 
manager to have a Premier League 
title on his CV, and we believe that 
his experience, quality and record of 
taking teams forward quickly will 
ensure that he is successful here. 

“We have listened to fans who 
asked us to be ambitious. We hope 
they agree it’s an exciting appoint¬ 
ment.” 


Pellegrini made 451 appear¬ 
ances as a central defender with 
Club Universidad de Chile 
between 1973 and 1986. He was 
capped 28 times by Chile. 

He replaces David Moyes, who 
parted company with the club 
after saving them from relegation. 

The Santiago-born boss is only 
the 16th permanent manager 
appointed by the Hammers during 
their 123-year history. 


Spurs must splash the cash or risk a mass exodus

DANNY Rose hopes Tottenham 
will give Mauricio Pochettino “what 
he wants” this summer as he looks 
to move the club to the next level. 

Pochettino has guided Spurs to a 
third successive top-three finish in 
the Premier League and has done 
so spending far less than the teams 
around them and having to play 
their home games at Wembley. 

But with the clamour for trophies 
growing stronger all the time, 
Pochettino, in an alarming change 
of tone, suggested that Spurs might 
have to ditch their current policy of 
frugality and “take risks” to start 
delivering silverware. 

That will have been music to the 
ears of left-back Rose, who is not 
averse to giving his opinion on 
what the club should do after a 
notorious interview last summer 
where he told them to splash the 
cash and pay their top players 
what they are worth. 

While Rose was not wanting to 
go down that road again, he did 
urge Daniel Levy and the Spurs 
board to give Pochettino what he is 
asking for. 


“I hope the manager, his coaching 
staff, the recruitment staff and the 
chairman can all come together and 
give the manager what he wants. 

“I am fully behind whatever hap¬ 
pens in the off-season, I hope we 
get some good recruits to help us 
push on and as the manager said 


the next step is to try and hopeful¬ 
ly win something next year.” 

Whether Rose is at the club to see 
what happens next season is a moot 
point as he has been linked with a 
move ever since that newspaper 
interview last August. 

The fact he has played second fid¬ 


dle to Ben Davies for most of the 
season, making just 17 appearances, 
gives insight into Pochettino’s mind¬ 
set, but the 27-year-old has vowed 
to come back and fight for his place 
after the World Cup. 

Meanwhile, TV pundit Gary 
Lineker believes Tottenham could 
be facing an exodus unless they lis¬ 
ten to Pochettino’s demands. 

“They have got lots of big stars 
there and if they want to keep 
them and have a go then they need 
to invest a little bit and pay the 
wages they can get elsewhere. 

“Ultimately it doesn’t matter how 
loyal you are if the team isn’t suc¬ 
cessful and isn’t competing on the 
same wage level as you get else¬ 
where then you are ultimately 
going to lose the players. 

“I think Pochettino was right to 
say that and I think it is saying 
something about himself as well 
because if that ambition is not 
matched then I suspect he might 
depart and if he does I can see 
some of the big stars following, so 
it’s a big moment for Tottenham, 
Daniel Levy and the owners.”
